| Jodge.Newman Continues to Dispense 
Justice to the Moonshiners, 


SEVERAL TRIED YESTERDAY 


Lighter Sentences Than Usual Pro. 
nounced Against the Offenders. 


SPLENDID WORK OF THE GRAND JURY 


Colone! George L. Bell Takes the Place 
of District Attorney in the 
Courtroom. 


Judge Newman is still engaged in dealing 
eut federal justice to the north Georgia 
moonshiners. Lp to the present time neariy 
fifty moonshiners have been put on triaj 
and a larg? majority of them have been 


convicted. 

This is moving along at a rapid jace in 
view of the fact that court has-‘only been 
in session for three days. 

In passing sentence upon the moonshiners 
at this term of the court Judge Newman 
has been extremely mild. In fact, this 
display of -noderation has been a subject 
matter-of comment among the lawyers. 

One of them remarked yesterday after- 
noon: | 

“Judge Newman has been more consig- 
erate in itis dealings with the moonshiner 
this year than I have ever known him. I 
do not mein to imply by this remark that 
he has ever been unnecessarily severe, for 
it frequently happens that old offenders 
are brought before him who have been 
repeatedly convicted of the same offense, 
As a matter of fact, Judge Newman has 
always been considerate, but never in such 
amarked <egree as at the present term of 
the court.” 

The limits of imprisonment in cases 
where the internal revenue lgw has been 
violated is two ycars. It rarely happens 
however, that a moonshiner is sent to jail 
for that length of time. During the pres- 
ent term of the court no mocnshiner has 
received more than three months. In fact, 
a large number of them have been given 
only one month. 

Before proneuncing sentence as a ruie 
Judge Newman endeavcrs to ascertain as 
far as possible the circumstances of the 
moonshiner and the hardships that must 
necessarily be entailed ‘upon his wife and 
children. He also takes into account the 
season of the year and the amount of 
work that usually devolves upon farm 
laborers at the time sentence is pro- 
nounced. 

Such consideration as this is not always 
shown to prisoners, but Judge Newman 
has a big heart as well as a clear head 
and besides this he does not regard the 
moonshiner as the most hardened of crimi- 
nals. 

, A Forty-Year-Old Orphan. 

One of the most amusing episodes of, the 
present term occurred Monday morning. 

Colonel Bill Day, who enjoys the repu- 
tation of being the oldest moonshine lawyer 
in the state and one of the best, was seated 
in his chair tn the courtroom when the 
jury brought in a verdict against one of his 
clients. 

As it happened, the moonshiner was a 
long, tall, awkward fellow of about forty 
years old. A beard, which gave him some 
thing of a grizzled aspect, made him look 
at least a dozen years older. 

“What have you to say in behalf of your 
Client. before judgment is pronounced?” 
asked Judge Newman, addressing the moon- 
shine lawyer. 

“May it please the court,” said Colonel] 
Day, “I hope you will exercise your most 
considerate judgment in pronouncing sen- 
tence upon this prisoner. He was brought 
up a poor orpnan boy with no mother to 
look after him.’’ (Laugnhter). 

“But,” interrupted Judge Newman with a 
smile, ‘“‘he seems to be old enough to know 
better by this time, Colone: Day, and I 
will have to send him to jail for three 
months.” 

With a grunt of acquiescence Colonel 
Day resumed his seat and the next case 
Was called. 

Colonel Bell’s Good Work. 

Since last Monday morning Colonel Joe 
James has been sitting up with the grand 
jury, assisting the members of that body 
in making their periodical investigations 
for the term. 

During his. absence, from the courtroom 
Colonel George L. Bell has filled the shoes 
of the district attorney. 

The. business of the court has not suf- 
fered by reason of this change. Coloncl 
Bell is one of the shrewdest lawyers in 
north Georgia and his knowledge of hu- 
man nature is almost as good as that of 
Sam Jones. When he gets through cate- 
chising a witness there is nothing left for 
the jury to do but to make up a verdict. 
No further questions are needed. 

This explains the successful manner in 
which Colonel Bell has conducted.the busi- 
ness of the court in the absence of the 
district attorney. 

But whether in the courtroom or engaged 
in serving the wants of the’ grand jury, 
Colenel Bell is equally at home. He never 
loses his temper and better still he keeps 
his head cool. This is not always an easy 
thing to do.

The 
character of the work is just about the 
same, as the investigations before the 
grand jury ere equally as rigid as those 
in open court, the purpose of both inves- 
tigations being the same—to ascertain the 
guilt or innocence of the party accused. 
If the grand jury finds that a party is 
innocent a verdict to that effect is rendered 
and no true bill is returned. If, on the 
contrary, the party is found to be guilty, 
a true bill is rendered in accordance With 
that finding and on this true bill the pro- 
ceedings in open court are based. 


»  Thirty-One True Bills. 

Yesterday afternoon before adjcurning 
for the day the grand jury returned thirty- 
one true bills. 

This breaks the record. Being tn session 
only three hours, the grand jury investi- 
gated on an average of something over ten 
cases an hour. 

Colonel James has nothing but kind 
words for the members of the grand jury. 
He says that all of them are thorough 
business men and fully understand the re- 
quirements of the situation. 

Mr. Robert L. Barry, the foreman of the 
grand jury, has made a splendid officer 
and under his able direction the business 
of the grand jury room has been dispatched 
in a prompt and vigorous manner, but at 
the same time with such abundant caution 
as the gravity of the investigation demand- 
ed. The grand jury will meet again this 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

Gourt will also convene at the same hour. 


CAPTAIN. HENDRIX’S PLAN. 


PROPOSES TO REORGANIZE THE 
TWO HIGH SCHOOLS. 


He Says the Present System Is an Old 
One and Ought To Be Dis- 
carded. 


Captain J. C. Hendrix. is still ardently 
in favor of* reorganizing the two high 
schools of Atlanta on the- departmental 
basis. 

At present these schools are conducted 
on the primary system. Each school is 
divided into several grades or classes and 
each class is provided with a _ teacher, 
whose duty it is to furnish instruction in 
all the branches of higher education. 

Captain - Hendrix contends that no 
teacher can do this, and instead of the 
present system, therefore, he proposes to 
divide the schools into several depart- 
ments, such as Latin, French, English 
and mathematics, and to select teachers 
whose duty it shall be to preside over 
these various departments. He says that 
a teacher can accomplish more by teach- 
ing one special branch to several classes 
than by teaching several branches to one 
class. Under the proposed system the 
same number of teachers will be employed 
and@ twice the amount of work will be ac- 
com plished. 

This system is the one on which the col- 
leges and universities of the country are 
conducted, Each professor has a certain 
hour for meeting his classes. For ex- 
ample he meets the freshman class at 9 
o’clock, the sophomore at 10, the junior at 
ll and the senior at 12 o’clock. Another 
professor will arrange his hours so as to 
meet the sophomore class at 9 and the 
junior at 10 o’ciock and so on In this 
way the studenis report first to one pro- 
fessor and then to another, occupying just 
as much time as if they reported to only 
one professor, and the professors them- 
selves occupying just as much time as if 
they taught only one class. 

On this same basis it would be a very 
easy matier to reorganize the two high 
schools of Atlanta. Captain Hendrix will 
continue to agilate the matter until he 
succeeds in convincing the board of edu- 
ca.iiog that this is the thing to be done. 

Work has commenced in good earnest 
on the Boys’ High school bu.iding and the 
structure will be compieted by the ist of 
Sepi.emoer, The schools are all in a 
fiourishing condition. 


CAPT. BAKER MAY WORK AGAIN 


The Tax Committee Thinks His Ser. 
vices Are Necessary. 

Captain Amos Baker, who worked for 
the tax department of Atlanta from Sep- 
tember last until two weeks ago, will most 
likely be returned to duty early next 
week. 

But for the fact that Captain Baker’s 
salary was cut off some ten days ago he 
would yet be at work. 

The tax committee met yesterday with 
Mr. Bell, chairman; Mr. Day, Mr. Tolbert, 
Mr. Morris and Mr. Dimmock, the full mem- 
bership, present, and it was during that 
meeting that the Baker matter came up 
and was given a shape which may result 
in returning him to work or in placing 
@ man competent to discharge the duties 
required of Captain Baker while he was in 
the service of the city at the command of 
the tax committee, the city clerk and the 
city marshal, for it was under all three 
of these Captain Baker worked... 

During the session of the tax committee 
it was shown that there was more work in 
the department of license tax investiga- 
tions than one man could do. The work of 
Mr. Saxe was such that he could not han- 
dle the charity applications of the many 
kinds that came in and search the many 
branches of business in which there was 
a tendency to evade the payment of the 
license tax, it was asserted by the clerk 
of council, Mr. Phillips, and this was sus- 
tained by the committee. To the 
committee it was made apparent that At- 
lanta never knew until last fall the num- 
ber of dollars which were being kept away 
from the treasury by Atianta people—dol- 
lars to which Atlanta was entitled—until 
the tax committee put on the extra man 
to look after that work. 

When that extra man was put on it hap- 
pened to be Captain Baker. It was con- 
templated that his work would only be an 
esp.onage. upon the influx of business caus- 
ed by the exposition work. But in his work 
Captain Baker found many Atianta people 
conducting a bus.ness without having paid 
for the privilege. These the captain treated 
the same as he did the itinerants, so the 
reports submitted to the committee yester- 
day showed. 

“tT am candidly of the opinion,”’ said Mr. 
Bell, chairman of the committee, “that 
Captain Baker should be retained by the 
city in the same work. Rather, I mean to 
say, that the city should have a man for 
that work, whether it be Captain Baker, 
of the Zouaves, or some one else. There 
are many men as well equipped for the 
work as Captain Baker. However, the city 
should have a man for that work. It has 
been shown that not only many additional 
dollars will come into the treasury, but that 
the cringing will cost the city nothing, as 
without that system of work not one of 
those dollars would come and it ts out of 
those dollars that the man gets his pay.” 

Mr. Ph.liips, city clerk, asserted that it 
was impossible to do the work with the 


force. 


Mr. Dimmock was of the opinion that the [ 


employment of another man would be 
economy according to the reports shown. 

Mr. Day thought the matter of salary a 
small one compared to the good accom- 
plished as shown by the reports and state- 
ments. 

“] suggest, then,” said Mr. Bell, “that 
the city petition the council for the extra 
help.’”’ 

Then it was shown that the extra man 
was subject to the beck and call of neariy 
every department of the city government. 
It was finally decided that the tax commit- 
tee would introduce officially at the next 
meeting of the general council a revolution 
providing for the extra work, “leaving the 
final settlement of the matter to the gen- 


eral council.

New Dormitories at the Tech Will 
Soon Be Ready. 


ALL THE ROOM SPOKEN FOR 


The Tech Baseball Team Ready fo: 
the Diamond—Other News of In- 
terest at the School. 


The work on the two new dormitories at 
the Georgia School of Technology is well 
under way. The roofs were put on this 
week and all that remains to be done now 
is the interior work. This will take about 
thirty days, and at the end of that time 
the dormitories will be ready for occupan- 
cy. Almost every room has been applied 
for and let, and by the time the work is 
completed there will not be a vacant room. 

All of the furniture with which these dor- 
mitories wiil be furnished is being made 
in the school shops by the students, except 
the chairs. 

The services of Mrs. 8 E. Capers have 
been obtained as matron of the dormitories. 
She hails from Gainesville, Fla., and is 
highiy recommended by the faculty of the 
schools of that place and of other schools 
where she has been employed as matron. 

The boys of tge “Tech” have organized 
a baseball team that gives promise of be-~ 
ing the very best in the history of this 
institution. The intercollegiate athletics 
Was granted, something that pleased the 
young men greatly. They are very enthu- 
siastic about the game and are practicing 
every day with the expectation of meet- 
ing the team of the University of Georgia 
some time next month. The Tech team has 
one of the prettiest diamonds in the city, 
situated only a short distance from the 
school building. On this diamond they 
practice and do some excellent work—such 
excellent work that the university team 
will have to do some hard playing, too, if 
they expect to take the game from the 
Tech boys. 

Work in the Shops. 

The students of all the classes are doing 
better work in the shops this year than 
ever before. They seem to be more inter- 
ested in the work and some extremely 
creditable results are being obtained. 

Mr. Egan, a young student who comes 
from South Carolina, is building a steam 
yacht. It is twenty-eight feet long and 
when completed will be one of the pret- 
tiest pieces of workmanship ever turned 
out of the school shops. 

Mr. Egan shows great deftness at this 
kind of work. He has only been at the 
school a short time and is an apprentice. 
When the boiler is put in the yacht and it 
is completed in other details, it will be 
shipped to Charleston, where it will float 
on the salty waters of the ocean. This is 
the first steam yacht ever built in Atlanta 
and Mr. Egan deserves great credit for the 
fine piece of work he has done. 

There are at present 154 students in at- 
tendance at the ‘““Tech,” the largest number 
since 1892. 

The younger classes are in the majority 
and the professors of them have as much 
work as they can do. 

Ten young men will be turned out of the 
school this summer as full-fledged gradu- 
ates. It is expected that the graduating 
class of ’97 will be larger than the one 
this year. 

The people all over Georgia and the south 
are beginning to appreciate the many fine 
advantages to be obtained by their sons 
at this instatution and more and more 
young men are sent every year. 


THE PASSING THRONG. 


—ix-Governor Northen spent last week 
in south Georgia. He says that the coun- 
try is filling up with people and a great 
deal of new capital is coming in. Perma- 
nent buildings are going up at Fitzgerald 
as fast as material can be obtained. The 
Sam road’s new depot is nearly completed. 
General Manager Gabbett is having an 
artesian well sunk at the passenger sta- 
tion and will bore others. More than 
twenty artesian wells will be bored as 
fast as they can be put down. These 
wells will be distributed at regular dis- 
tances over the town. An experienced 
digger, who is at work there, Says that 
he will have water flowing fifteen feet 
above the surface. 

The colony’s first brick building is now 
under way. The settlers have had great 
trouble in getting brick. Since the Sam 
road reached the town, it has been busy 
getting in the freight that had accumulia- 
ted along the line for Fitzgerald. Now 
the road is getting in shape to handle 
bricks and they will be brought in from 
along the line. 

The Tift road will be within five miles 
of Fitzgerald next Saturday night and 
by the end of March will be practically in 
the new city. 

Governor Northen says the people from 
the northwest have been charmed by the 
mild winter, so unlike the winters to 
which they kave been accustomed. The 
colonists say that they are satisfied with 
the outlook. They want more land, a large 
percentage of the settlers desiring to farm, 
They are delighted with the beauty of the 
land on which they are located. Last 
week, the Grand Army post adopted resolu- 
tions roasting some papers which have 
attacked Fitzgerald. Representatives of 
standard papers are invited to the colony 
to see what is being done and to interview 
the settlers on what they hope to get 
out of the project. 


Colonel Shubrick has been appointed 
national bank examiner for this district, 
which embraces about half a dozen states. 
He will retain his home here and his 
firm connection will be confirmed. A new 
district has been formed and Colonel Shu- 
brick gets. the place. He will get about 
$4,000 a year salary. 


Mr. Charles D. Baldwin, of Savannah, is 
at the Kimball. Mr. Baldwin is a member 
of the largest naval stores firm in the 
world, Peacock, Hunt & Co. The members 
of this firm came to Georgia from North 
Carolina about twenty years ago. They 
were young men who had been engaged in 
the turpentine business in their own state, 
but the forests had been worked out and 
there was very little naval stores trade 
in the Tarheel State. Georgia had virgin 
forests covering hundreds of thousands of 
acres. Certainly one-third’of the state was 
covered with pine forests. Hunt and Pea- 
cock bought these lands for almost nothing. 
Even upto ten years ago they bought 
thousands of acres for W cents an acre. 
They were among the pioneers and they 
made money rapidly. Other North Caro- 
linians followed them. Some became fac- 
tors at Savannah, but most of them went 
into the woods and started farming, cut- 
ting more and more boxes each year. Prices 
were good for a time and the business paid 
well. Even the labor was imported from 
North Carolina. Negroes were brought 
down by the car load in the fall and kept till 
the season was over, when they returned 
to North Carolina to remain until the foi- 
lowing fall. 

Peacock made a fortune. Hunt made one 
and went to California with a woman who 
was not his wife and was only heard of at 
intervals. 

The McNeils, also members of this firm, 
honest, good-natured North Carolinians of 
Scotch blood, made a great deal of money 
at farming and in the factorage business. 
Lastly Charley Baldwin, one of the hardest 
workers of them all, won an interest in 
the firm and proved to be one of the best 
business men of them all. The firm has 
long done an immense business. It had 
plenty of capital almost from the start 
and would advance to farmers in the fall

made money. Jackson, Judge, * Chestnutt 
ahd a long list of them could be cited who 
have found the bus ness profitable. Why, 
yesterday Charley Baldwin was asking just 
five times as much for his land as he paid 
for it in 1886—only ten years ago.

EXONERATES THE COMPANY. 


The Durham Convicts Met Death by 
Their Own Carelessness. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury in the 
inquest recently held at Camp Durham 
over the dead bodies of Warren Crawford 
and Trick Echols was received yesterday 
afternoon by Principal Keeper of the Pen.- 
tentiary Turner. 

The company cperating the mines was 
exonerated and the verdict was that ihe 
convicts came te their death on account of 


. their own careleseness. 


The convicts were blown to atoms by a 
deadly explosion of powder which they 
had stolen from the superintendent's office 
in the mines. The work of mining the coal

ORDER MEN TO MEET 


Members of the Railroad Labor Orders 
Called Together. 


WILL TALK OF . ARBITRATION 


A Meeting Called for Next Sunday 
Afterncon To Consider the Hold- 
ing of a State Convention. 


A union meeting of the members of the 
different railroad labor organizations will 
be heli next Sunday afternoon to consider 
the advisability of holding a state conven- 
tion of members of the orders some time 
next month for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion on the question of compulsory arbi- 
tration of differences between railrad com- 
panies and their employes. The’ action to 
be taken will relate to the compulsory arbi- 
tration bill pending in congress. If the 
state meeting is held resolutions petitioning 
for the passage of the bill will be intro- 
duced, 

The meeting to be held Sunday has been 
called by the Atlanta division of the Order 
of Railway Conductors. The meeting will 
be held at the hall of the conductors on 
Alabama street over the Maddox-Rucker 
bank. Half-past 3 o’clock is the hour 
named for the meeting. It will doubtless 
be a largely attended one, considerable in- 
terest having been manifested amdng the 
railroad men in the matter. 

The question of compulsory arbitration 
is one which has been considered by the 
railroad labor organizations for scme time, 
The matter was brought to the attention 
of congress two or three sessions ago, but 
final action on the different bills has never 
been taken, the question failing :n one or 
the other cf the houses or going over from 
session to session on account of the rush 
of business. The question will be consid- 
ered by the present congress and the rail- 
road men of the country are taking steps 
to urge their congressmen and senators to 
support the measure in the interest of 
peaceable settlement of differences. 


Called by the Conductors, 

The Atianta conductors discussed the 
matter at a meeting held on March Ist 
end the result was that a resolution was 
adopted directing the secretary of the di- 
vision, Mr. John W. Humphries, to send 
out circulars announcing that a meeting 
would be held to consider the question at 
the time and place stated. .The members 
in good standing of the foliéwing orders 
are invited to be present and participate in 
the meeting: 

The Order of Railway Conductors. 

The Order of Ratlroad Telegraphers. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers. 

The Brotherhood of Railway' Ttginmen, 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men. 

The resolution adopted by the conductors 
calling for the meeting next Sunday pro- 
vides that the members of the organizations 
named, in good standing, be invited to at- 
tend and no person without the password 
of his organization will be admitted. Other 
matters of importance may be acted on and 
the meeting will be one of the most im- 
portant of the kind held in Atlanta in some 
time. 

The State Meeting Probable. 

If it is decided to call a state meeting to 
consider the arbitration question it is likely 
that the convention will be held either in 
Atlanta or Macon. The railroad men of 
the state have been thinking of a general 
state meeting for some time to consider 
other important matters and it is likely, 
now that the matter has taken definite 
shape, that the meeting will be held some 
time in April. Many meetings of the kind 
have been held throughout the country 
and action similar to that proposed to be 
taken in Georgia resulted, 

A few monihs ago a big union meeting 
of members of the orders mentioned was 
held at Fort Worth Tex., and it was une 
of the most successful gatherings of rail- 
road men ever held in the south, Nearly 
all of the executive officers of the different 
orders attended the meeting and much 
good resulted by the exchange of ideas, 
An effort will be mace to secure the at- 
tendance of the grand chiefs or other high 
officers of the orders in the event that the 
state meeting is held in Geergia, 

The compulsory arbitraticn bill provides 
that upon the demand of either employer 
or employe, in case of differences between 
railroad companies and their employes, an 
arbitration bcard consisting of three or 
five aisinterested persons be appointed 
to adjust the difference, the decision of 
the board to be final if in accordahce with 
the law of the land. Each party wiTil select 
an equal number of the arbitrators, those 
selected to choose the third or fifth, as the 
case may be. 


MR. HURT’S RETURN. 


PRESIDENT OF THE CONSOLI- 
DATED BACK IN ATLANTA. 
Hearing of the Petition To Come Up 
Before Judge Candler Satur- 
day Morning. 


After a stay of n@arly a week in New 
York President Joel Hurt, of the Con- 
solidated, is in Atlanta once more. 

Upon the complications that have arisen 
during his absence, in the suit filed by the 
city against the street railway company, 
Mr. Hurt refuses to talk. 

“T have nothing to say. The matter has 
been placed in the attorneys’ hands and 
they have entire control of the case. I 
will say this, however, that Auburn ave- 
nue and the streets from which the tracks 
~were taken up will be placed in proper 
condition. We have obtained permission 
to do this and are already at work. I 
understand that some objection has been 
made to the present condition of . the 
streets. The work has not yet been fin- 
ished. We will see that the streets are 
in proper shape.”’ 

Tomorrow morning the petition of the 
citizens of Capitol avenue asking a per- 
manent injunction as well as the interven- 
tion filed by the city calling for a for- 
feiture of the franchise will be heard be- 
fore Judge Candler. The case involves 
many complications and every inch of 
ground will be fought by the attorneys on 
both sides. As to what steps the Consoli- 
dated will take if the forfeiture of the 
franchise is forced Mr. Hurt will not say.

A PROC LAMATION—GEORGIA: By\w. 
Y. Atkinson, governor of said state— 
Whereas, official information has been re- 
ceived at this department that on the night 
of February 29, 1896, about one mile north 
of Reid, and about eight miles south of 
Macon, in the county of Twiggs, some ma- 
licious train wrecker or train wreckers, 
removed a rail from the track at the north 
end of a trestle over Stone creek, on the 
Southern railway, and it may be, commit- 
ted other acts to effect the purpose, in 
front of the regular passenger train and a 
following freight train of that company, 
by means of which both trains were derail- 
ed and plunged into the water below 
thereby murdering F. W. Wippler an 
R. Mercer and inflicting severe injuries on 
many citizens and employes of the road, 
besides destroying thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property: I have thought proper 
therefore. to issue this, my proclamation, 
hereby offering a reward of $250 each for 
the apprehension and delivery of said train 
wrecke with evidence svfficient to con- 
vict, to the sheriff of Twiggs county. 

And I do moreover charge and require all 
officers in this state, civil and military, to 
be vigilant in endeavoring to apprehend 
the said train wreckers in order that he 
or they may be brought to trial for the 
offense with which he or they stand 
charged. Given under my hand and seal 
of the state, this the lith day of March, 
1896.

DEMURRAGE RULES 


The Railroads Agree on Regulations 
Affecting Shippers. 


ALL CONSIGNEES INTERESTED 


There Is To Be No Discrimination, Nc 
Rebates Nor Refund of Any Kind 
by the Roads. 


On next Monday al! the roads in Georgia 
will be in the Southeastern Car Service 
Association, or enforcing the rules of that 


@rganization. 

This means much to the roads and to 
shippers. One thing which it means is 
that demurrage will be charged on all cars 
not promptly unloaded. This demurrage 
will apply not only to junction points, but 
to every local station, however small. The 
roads have been notified by the state rail- 
road commission that they must either 
charge demurrage at all points or at none, 
and they have decided to charge it at all 


points. 

On Tuesday a meeting of superintend- 
ents was held in Atlanta, and car service 
rules were adopted and all the roads 
pledged themselves to enforce the rules in 
good faith. The rules conform strictly to 
the rules of the Georgia state railroad 
commission. The superintendents notified 
the commission that it is the desire of the 
roads to comply strictly with the commis- 
sicn's rules, but if they prove to work a 
hardship on the public or on the roads, the 
latter reserve the right to appeal to the 
courts for protection. 

Practical railroad men say that the com- 
mission’s rules are not flexible enough, and 
they predict that complaints will arise 
which, of course, will go to the commis- 
sion. To illustrate, cases constantly arise 
where a consignee is prevented by circum- 
stances beyond his control from unloading 
cars within the free time allowed. The 
roads in such cases are willing to refund 
the demurrage, but under the commission's 
rules the consignee will have to stand the 
fine unless he can get rélief from the board 
itself. 

The Western and Atlantic, the Georgia, 
the Port Royal and Augusta, the South 
Carolina and Georgia and the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus have all promised to 
join the association on Monday, and this 
action greatly strengthens the organiza- 
tion. There are in Georgia about 25,000 
freight cars. To keep these moving 
promptly means thousands of dollars to 
the roads. Without ‘demurrage charges, 
consigness are very slow to unload and 
load. Under the state commission's rules 
they now have a minimum of seventy-two 
hours and a maximum of ninety-six hours 
for loading or unloading, providing the 
weather is not inclement. Allowance is 
made for perishable freight in inclement 
weather. The average time taken by con- 
Signees in Macon, for instance, in unload- 
ing before the demurrage charges were 
enforced was six days. That is two days 
more than the maximum allowed by the 
state board. Two days do not mean much, 
perhaps, to one shipper with one car, but 
to a system like the Southern, with 20,900 
cars, it is the tying up of 5,000 cars. This 
represents an investment of $2,500,000. The 
roads recognize the value of demurrage in 


~ hastening the movement of cars, and all 


promise to keep the agreement fairly. But 
a certain. amount of demurrage is coliect- 
ed always anyway. In New England the 
roads at one time allowed only two days 
free time. This was increased by the legis- 
Jature to four days, and still the demur- 
rage collected continued to be about the 
same, 

The car service association rules ¢m- 
brace those of the state railroad commis- 
sion, with elaborations by the roads. 

The first rule requires the roads to give 
prompt notice to consignees of the arrival 
of cars, with the weight and amount ot 
freight due. Notice may he given by 
messenger or mail. 

The second rule defines legal notice and 


provides for twenty-four hours additional! | 


free time when the notice is mailed. 

Rule 3 provides for warehouse charges 
by the roads on freight that is not prompt- 
ly removed. 

Rule 4 fixes the demurrage charge, which 
is to be $1 per day on cars taking track 
delivery, which are not unloaded within 
forty-eight hours (not including Sundays 
or legal holidays), computed from 10 o'clock 
a. m. of the day following the day the 
legal notice of arrival is given. If a rail- 
road in delivering freight bunches its cars 
on a consignee, he is to have free time 
On all cars in excess of three, beginning 
seventy-eight hours after the notice is 
given. 

On cars placed for loading, free time 
will expire forty-eight hours from the time 
the loading of cars commences, and cal 
Service charges will continue on same until 
shipping directions are given and Lill of 
lading taken out. 

Cars loaded with live stock, through con- 
Signments (not held for orders), company 
material, and export freight :t seaboard 


points are excepted, and shall not be in- 


efuded in reports to manager. 

Private cars on sidetracks of the owner 
are not subject to demurrage. 

All lines will refuse to receive loaded cars 
unless accompanied by billing directions. 
If such billing directions are not bona fide, 
the car service rules will be enforced on 
such cars by the agent of the receiving road. 
If the contents of such cars are transferred 
into cars of the receiving road before fi al 
directions are furnished by shipper, the 
car service charge will continue on the 
cars into which the freight is transferred. 

Rule 10 says: “Cars detained or held for 
Want of proper shipping instruczions or by 
reason of improper or excessive loading 
(where loading is done by shipper) shall be 
subject to a demurrage charge of $1 per car 
for each day or fractions of a day -aid car 
orf cars are so detained or held. Likewise, 
when cars are properly loaded and ship- 
ping instructions given, the railroad agent 
must immediately issue bills of lading 
therefor; and if said car or cars are de- 
tained or held, and not carried forwerd 
within twenty-four hours thereafter, suid 
railroad company shall be liable to said 
shipper for the payment of $1 per car for 
each day or fraction of a day that said car 
OF cars are thus detained or held.’”’ 

Whenever the weather during the period

of free time is so severe, inclement or rainy 
that it is impracticable to secure meana 
of removal, or where from the nature of 
the gocds removal would cause injury or 
damage, such time shall be added to the 
free period; and no demurrage charges 
shall be allowed for such additional time. 

The rule applies to the state of the 
weather dtring business nours of free 
period only. 

Railroads shall not discriminate between 
persons or places in storage or demurrage 
charges. If a railrcad company collects 
storage or demurrage of one person, under 
the demurrage rules, it must collect of all 
who are liable. No rebate, drawback oi 
other similar device will be allowed. 

If demurrag® is collected by a railroad 
company at one point on its line, it must 
collect at all places on its line. 

The manager of the Car Service Associa- 
tion is authorized to entertain claims for 
refund or charges erroneously under these 
rules. 

Claims must be presented to the Manager 
promptly, together with the paid car service 
bills, and a written statement reciting 
clearly and fully the causes of detention. 
Upen receipt of claims the manager will 
investigate and decide each case upon its 
merits, end either decline the claim, or cu- 
thorize immediate refund cf such amount 
as in his judgement may be right and proper. 

Agents will collect car service charges 
accruing uncer the rules of the association 
with the same regularity and promptness 
as other transportation charges, and (ne 
mapager is charged with the duty of secing 
that these rules «re enforced without dis- 
crimination, 

All collections for car setvice charges 
shall belong to the road upon whose tracks 
the cars are detained.

A Woman Superintendent of Schools 

One of the most interesting women in 
Wyoming is Miss Estelle Reel, who holds 
the office of state superintendent of educa- 
tion. The practical results of the woman 
experiment in Wyoming are being watched 
closely by the rest of the country. 

Miss Reel has been a resident of Wyom- 
ing for the past ten years. Previous to 
that she lived in Illinois, where she had 
been engaged in educational work, for 
which she had received special training in 
the schools of St. Ivouis, Chicago and Bos- 
ton. During her entire residence in Wyom- 


ing Miss Reel has been actively engaged in : 


the Cheyenne pwblic schools for Laramie 
county for four years, and finally as state 


superintendent. 


On the qt stion of woman in politics, 
Miss Reel said in a recent interview: 

*“‘Woman has been in politics so long in 
Wyoming that the question does not at- 
tract much attention here, and it some 
times seems rather strange that it should 
in other places. The question of the num- 
ber of offices that the women should have 
is, however, a live question in Wyoming, 
and perhaps always will be. While the 
women of the state cast nearly one-half of 
the vote of the state, I am sure they do 
not waat that proportion of offices. I am 
one of the six state officers for many years 
to come... Which one? Why, the state su- 
perintendency of schools. It has become 
an unwritten law in Wyoming that the 
management of the schools of the state 
shall be left as far as possible in the hands 
of the women. All of the counties but two 
have women superintendents, and many of 
the school principals and school superin- 
tendents are women. Of course, the funny 
papers will persist in nominating a woman 
for the governorship if Wyoming, and my 
name has been mentioned in this connection 
by these humorists, but the idea is ridicu- 
lous, and is not even a possibility. If the 
women of the equal suffrage states can 
have a share in school management, a fair 
share of the clerical offices and an oppor- 
tunity to exercise enough influence upon 
legislation to continue to maintain wages 
for women equal to those of men where 
the s-=me work is performed they will be 
well satisfied, and will not attempt to en- 
ecroach upon offices which should always 
be filled by men. 

“The school offices in Wyoming are by 
no means sinecures. The county superin- 
tendents have to visit all of. the schools in 
their respective districts at least once a 
year, and to do this have to travel over 


districts larger than some of the eastern. 


states. u‘hese journeys are not on railways, 
but are taken on horseback, by ranch 
Wagon, or suage coach. The state superin- 
tendent has to visit schools, teachers’ as- 
sociation meetings, county institutes and 
other school meetings in all portions of 
Wyoming, which is as large as New York 
and Pennsylvania combined. There are 
but four lines of railway in the state, and 
long journeys by stage are necessary to 
visit some of our county institutes. Wyom- 
ing being a young state, with undeveloped 
resources and as yet a limited income, its 
officials have, for economy’s sake, to per- 
form at times more than their share of 
public duties. For this reason I am secre- 
tary of the board of charities and reform. 
This board has charge of all of the state 
charitable and penal institutions, the peni- 
tentiary, insane asylum, general hospital, 
university and soldiers’ home, and has the 
care and maintenance of these institutions. 
With the other members of the board I 
have visited the state institutions of Colo- 
rado, Nebraska and Illinois, during the past 
year, in order to become acquainted with 
the best methods employed for the care of 
the defective classes. I am also secretary 
and register of the state land board, which 
has in charge the various grants of public 
land made to the state by congress. The 
general government has been very liberal to 
Wyoming in the matter of granting lands 
to the state to aid in support of its char- 
itable and educational institutions, Under 
these grants the state has at is disposal for 
rent or sale over 5,000,000 of acres of public 
lands. Tw the state land board is delegated 
the task of leasing and selling these lands 
to the best advantage, so that the proceeds 
may be used to aid in the support of the 
public schools, state university and other 
institutions. -The land is leased at a low 
rental to ranchmen and: stock-growers, and 
brings in a considerable income to the state. 
On the first of April I will distribute to 
the various counties of the state upward of 
$50,000, which has been received for rental 
of school lands, and this will be distributed 
to the various school districts in each 


county. . : 
“The receipts of my. office from land 


rentals are now over $1,000 a month, an in- 


weré when I went into office, a little over ) 


a year ago. ¢ 

“Our state has wonderfully rich natural 
resources—iron, coal, gold, silver and other 
minerals and precious metals. It has an 
unexcelled climate; its boundless ranges 
and fertile valleys are the delight of the 
Stockman and rancher; but, above all, we 
have an inducement to those seeking an 
ideal place to establish homes, the boon of 
equal suffrage,”’ 


Certainly these are days of advancement 
for women, and every day brings evidence 
of their capacity to cope with men in all 
the professions. Miss Elizabeth Hotchkiss, 
the daughter of the American consul at 
Ottawa, Canada, graduated at the Elmira 
college, and besides her degree of B. A., 
received from Cornell university her Ph. 
D. She is the youngest doctor of philosophy 
in the country, and is at present only 
twenty-five years old. She was editress of 
@ metaphysical magazine in St. Louis for 
several years, and upon it did remarkably 
clever work. Miss Hotchkiss 1s at present 
in Canada, 


In Syracuse, N. Y., there are two promi- 
ment society women, sisters who not long 
since developed degrees of intellectuality 
that quite surprised their friends. _The old- 
er of the two some few years ago determ- 
ined to study law, and her father, a dis- 
tinguished lawyer himself, to gratify what 


eh considered a momentary whim, began to 


superintend her studies. She succeeded ad- 
mirably, sacrificed all her social pleas- 
ures for the law and was admitted to 
the bar after a very creditable examina- 
tion. Her father decidedly opposed her 
practicing regularly, but appreciating her 
determination to do so, admitted her to 
his own office practice. ‘ 

Her younger sister, a very beautiful girl, 
made her debut in society under the most 
flattering auspices. She was a reigning 
belle for about two years, and ‘suddenly 
determined “to turn her thoughts to seri- 
ous things’’—and of all other vocations, 
decided she would be a Unitarian minister. 
She entered the theologian’s college of that 
denomination, and is at present nearing 
the completion of her course of studies, She 
was a schoolmate of a well-known Atlanta 
girl in a northern seminary, and is fre- 
quently heard from by. her friend here. 


The’ scintillating danseuse La  Loie 
Fuller seems to be not only creating a 
sensation by her marvelous dancing, but 
is: quite a sensation as to the beauty and 
artistic combination of her French gowns. 
The New York papers have given columns 
to the description of her trousseaus. An ex- 
quisite evening gown is of shell pink moire 
made in Mme. Sans Gene style, and gar- 
nished with pink chiffon sround the low 
neck and shoulder straps. Upon each 
shoulder and at the middle of the neck is 
a large turquoise button set in brilliants. 
At the waist line in the back is a big bow, 
which Miss Fuller succinctly describes as 
“flopping.”” A white satin gown of moon- 
light effect is as soft and thick as eider- 
down. White chiffon is about the neck and 
elbow sleeves, and silver sequins are sewn 
over the skirt in wavy .ines, while the 
bodice has a loosely hanging front of the 
Shimmering silver disks, in an elaborate 
pattern, on a lace foundation. The decora- 
tive buttons are of English paste. A hand- 
some cream ottoman silk gown is lined 
throughout with cherry silk, There is a 
cherry velvet pointed yoke which fits in- 
side the low-cut neck, and the sleeves are 
of uncut velvet cream, with gorgeous great 
roses in shades of red and yellow. Long 
banners of chiffon start at the shoulders, 
tie at the waist and fall to the bottom of 
the skirt. The bow at the back of the waist 
is lined with cherry velvet and the edges 
are slightly turned over. 

Miss Fuller has no dress reform proclivi- 
ties, but she wears no petticoats, depend- 
ing on her own generous curves to fill out 
her skirts. While she talks, the swift pano- 
rama of clothes goes on, and a delicious 
pale pink robe de chambre trimmed with 
the finest Valenciennes distracts atten- 
tion from the question of petticoats and 
shoes. The sailor collar and the deep sleeve 
ruffies have each a row of insertion and 
a two-inch ruffle of lace. Another negligee 
is of fine pressed flannel, trimmed with ap- 
pliqued batiste. Two or three. tailor-made 
cloth gowns have the plainest little skirts, 
without stiffening, and adorned solely with 
three big pearl buttons running down each 
side of the waist line in front. With these 
skirts, jackets and fancy silk vests are 
worn. The prettiest of these vests is of 
white moire, made with three broad box 
plaits. 

A peculiarly Frenchy sown is a brown 
tricotine shepherd’s plaid—the jlaid of al- 
most invisible dimensions, the sleeves of a 
larger, but still tiny check, tiie yoke of 
violet velvet, and around «he neck a band 
of emerald velvet laid on the purple, The 
velvet is lavishly embroidered with steel 
spangles, which also outline the breadths 
of the skirt. On the shoulders end adorn- 
ing the bishop sleeves are steel buckles. 
The wide sleeves are finished inside with 
broad and exquisite duchesse lace. The 
dress worn by Miss Fuller was the most 
unique and characteristic of all. It was 
black satin, with fine stripes of pale blue, 
gold, pink and mauve; these colors are re- 
peated in rows of pallettes on the skirt, 
each seam having its own color; the square 
opening at ‘the throat has a wide band of 
the spangles. ‘lhe sleeves are of black 
moire, and have leaves or tri-points of the 
same, edged with spangled guipure over 
them. The skirt hangs loose from a yoke, 
but its many gores make it narrow at the 
top and impart a cart-wheel effect. There 
are a cape, and muff and hat to match 
this curious. gown, in which all the hues 
are reproduced in narrow ribbon stitched 
on in stripes, and in chiffon and velvet. 
The muff, of 1830 style, is tremendous, End- 
less dainty accessories and some exqui- 
site laces were shown, and the French novel- 
ty of pearl buttons—to imitate real pearis— 
on evening gloves. 


In the arrangement of summer and win- 
ter trousseaus belonging to fashionable wo- 
men, it is a remarkable fact that very lit- 
tle attention is given to the house gown, 
and yet there is no place that a woman 
can show off a pretty gown to better ad- 
vantage than at home. It is a mistake made 
by many to put all their “‘worldly goods” in 
their street and evening gowns and subject 
those who see them most to passe finery, 
and alas, sometimes graceless wrappers 
that are scarcely appropriate for “‘robes de 
chambre.’ Nothing is more indicative of 
a woman’s real character than the appear- 
ance presented in her home life, and the 
well-bred woman of fashion will display her 
most artistic taste in her home gown, in 
which she receives those who may be her 
best friends and those who of all others 
appreciate her most. A recent French let- 
ter on house gowns contains some inter- 
esting suggestions on this subject: 

A house gown may be more pronounced 
in style this season than a street gown 
should be, for that represents now a high 
standard of elegant simplicity. There are 
more “frilis and furbelows’’ worn in the 
house and more godet hip piece’—which, 
although they detract from the wearer’s 
height and may be ungracefully caught by 
the wind on the street, are very charming 
indoors. They make the waist appear small 
and trig and are daintily feminine. Skirts 
are fuller and sleeves larger and more 
elaborate than on street gowns. There are 
dainty adjustable collars and svft fronts 
that are very charming. A popular model 
for a house gown has little jacket sides; 
or a basque trimmed with revers outlining 
the vest so that any number of gowns may 
be made from one by changing the ac- 
cessories, is useful. With a black satin 
gown one may work wonders by wearing 
with it one day a soft tour de cou of thick- 
ly plaited chiffon and spangled soft blouse 
front to correspond; on another an elabo- 
rate fichu which almost covers the bodice 
and falls down on the skirt. A third change 
may be a short bolero jacket which cannot 
be too elaboraté. The ‘prittiest are cloth 
richly embroidered with gold and silver 
threads and sometimes lightened with in- 
sertions of lace figures and edged with 
cascades of heavy lace. 

A charming Doucet gown is of soft green 
wool in “fade”. shade with tiny specks of 
pink in it. The bodice is a-blouse of dark 
green ‘yelvet which ruffles over the hips. 
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-This ruffle is about seven Inches deep and 
very full and is lined with pink satin. The 
bodice is held by a flat stiffened belt of 
folded pink sash ribbon which ties in the 
back with a large, stiff, square bow. The 
sleeves are of the wool. There is a cravat of 
yellow lace which forms @ jabot vest down 
the front of the bodite. On each side of 
this are flat folds of the cloth held with 
rows of small gold buttons.

The gown is cut 
in the princess form, and there isa pecu- 
liar over-jacket of the silk. The back’ of 
the jacket consists simply of  bretelles, 
which become ruffled cascades when they 
touch the waist. line and follow the two 
back seams of the skirt..These are lined 
with dlack satin and the cascades are 
quite full enough to show a considerable 
amount of the black. On the front of the 
bodice the bretelles broaden into jacket 
sides with flaring revers, which are faced 
with black; again they narrow at the waist, 
pass under a belt and broaden to form 
long tabs down the front of the skirt. These 
tabs are lined with black and have heavy 
jet ornaments on the ends. A tracery of. jet 
edges the whole of this skeleton jacket, 
which is cut to show a soft front and elab- 
orate choker of gray mousseline de soie. 
The belt is a narrow band of black satin, 
which ends in the back with a flat, long 
bow.

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10 DOCK THE SHIP 


the Indiana Will Be Dry Docked in 
Port Royal Tomorrow. | 


THOUSANDS WILL BE PRESENT 


A Large Party of Atlantians. Wil) 
Leave This Afternoon and To- 
night for Port Royal. 


The United States battleship Indiana 
} will be dry-docked at Port Royal tomorrow 
morning with elaborate ceremonies. 

In the huge dock of the South Carolina 
port—the largest deck in the world—the 
great battieship will be lifted from the 
waters and will be placed far from the 
reach of the rolling tide. Thousands will 
Witness the spectacle and every state in 
the union will doubtless be represented. 

Special trains will be run over the rail- 
roads leading into Port Royal and these 
trains will be packed by people who are 
anxious to get a glinfpse of the mammoth 
hull of the ship and who want to take a 
stroll through the interior of the vessel. 
Governors of states, accompanied by their 
Staffs, and many people of note will be 
present and will watch the ship as it 
leaves the waters and stands out high and 
dry within the dock. 

A large crowd of Atlantians will go 
down this afternoon over the Georgia rail- 
road. On the regular train which leaves 
at 2:55 o’clock this afternoon many will 
go to Augusta and will change cars at 
that point for Port Royal. To this train 
will be attached the private car of Presi- 
dent Smith, of the Atlanta and West 
Point, and the special car, ‘“‘Augusta,” will 
also carry down a select party of sight- 
seers, Those who leave at that hour will 
reach Port Royal in the morning and will 
have the day in which to see the docking 
of the ship. Many who cannot leave in the 
afternoon will go down at 11:10 tonight, 
reaching Port Royal just before noon to- 
morrow. 


Many Atlantians To Attend. 

A large party from the city Will witness 
the aocking. Mayor King, escorted by a 
delegation from the city offices, will leave 
this afternoon. General Wright will be 
present at the ceremonies to represent the 
governor in case he were to miss his con- 
nections or be unavoidably detained. Gen- 
eral Wright will be accompanied by his 
wife and daughter.

Secretary Herbert, of the navy, and the 
naval reserve will attend and in addition 
many distinguished people will be presént. 
Every preparation has been made for the 
docking of the great ship and there will 
also be a. banquet on board after the work 
of docking has been accomplished. 

The ship has been thoroughly repaired 
and the slight acident will in no wise deter 
the work of tomorrow. The _ repairing 
was quickly made and the ship is in per- 
fect condition. It is one of the largest 
and best equipped vessels afloat and will 
be thoroughly inspected and examined by 
the officials while in the dry dock. 

The dock of Port Royal, on Paris island, 
is one of the largest docks in the world; 
in fact, it is the only dock that can ac- 
commodate the Indiana and is considered 
to be the most valuable in the possession 
of the United States on account of its 
strategic situation. 


MR. DE SAUSSURE ON MONEY. 


He Thinks the Outlook Is Gloomy and 
Shows Wherein It Seems So. 

Editor Constitution—Under the heading 
“Fulmination No. 1’ you call attention to 
the memorial sent out by the chamber of 
commerce of the state of New York, and I 
quite agree with you in giving it great 
prominence, because I believe that there is 
great danger to the people behind it. Be- 
fore pointing out this danger I wish to 
make my own position perfectly clear. I 
do not agree with you in demanding the 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1; on 
the contrary, I believe that for the present 
no more silver should be coined except in 
the shape of subsidiary coins as neéded. I 
believe that if both of our great political 
parties merely declare for a gold standard 
without proposing a remedy for the great 
evils caused by the present currency sys- 
tem, the condition of the country will not 
improve and agitation and depression will 
follow and the people still be at the mercy 
of the money power. I shall do my ut- 
most to send delegates to the national 
idemocratic convention to vote against 
the free coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1, but I do not believe the democratic 
party should again be trusted by the peo- 
ple if its national convention does not de- 
clare for such legislation as will give them 
permanent relief. I think it is time for 
the south and the ‘west to join in a defen- 
sive campaign against federal centraliza- 
tion of the people’s money and memorials 
from the federal administration coming 
through its chosen mouthpiece, the cham- 
ber of commerce of the state of New York. 
The situation we are confronted with is 
not a new one. To show this I will quote 
from Mr. J. C. Calhoun. On March 21, 
1834, he said:

in the same proportion. * * * 1] mean 
that a small absolute reduction of the 
currency makes a great absolute reduc- 
tion of the value of the entire property of 
the community. * * * From this results 
an important consideration.

diminution of the latter.”

the entire banking system were under 
the immediate control of the general gov- 
ernment there would be no difficulty in de- 
vising a safe and effectual remedy to-re- 
store the equilibrium so desirable between 
the specie and the paper which compose 
our currency.” Now-] maintain that the 
general government should control all 
banks of issue and thereby maintain the 
equilibrium between the rates of the banks 
and the lawful money of the United 
States. The great increase in the number 
of states and population since 184 leads 
me to go a step farther than Mr. Calhoun 
and suggest that this control should be 
exercised by the general government 
under a federal law to be incorporated by 
the individual states in all charters grant- 
ed to banks of issue. If the cortrol is ex- 
ercised by the general government through 
the usurpation of charter rights, the re- 
sulting issue of bank notes would not be 
freed from the centralizing influences of 
the present system, because the wealthiest 
and most populous section of the country 
could through its power in congress ab- 
solutely control the volume of the cur- 
reny, keeping it always in. such bounds 
as would suit their pleasure and profit. 
The great and widely differing commerce 
vf the different states of the union de- 
mands that the requirements of each for 
an increased ;circulation to properly carry 
on its Sutsinked be judged by the state 
itself and not by congress, the agent of 
all the states. If the general government 
maintains by adequate and just laws the 
uniformity of all bank note issues ‘where 
is the objection to the states permitting 
just so much baik paper as their peapts 
need? The answer is easily made. The 
wealthiest and most populous sections of 
our common country are human, there- 
fore selfish. With the general. goyernment 
providing for the maintenance. of that 
equilibrium which. must ex!Ist. between the 
bank notes and specie the danger of in- 


flation is reduced to a minimum. When the 


general government seeks through instrt- 
ments created by congress to govern the 
amount, of the circulating medium needed 
ini ferty-five different states to conduct the 
business of those states the liberty of the 
“people to trade and prosper is surrender- 
ed to an interpretation of the constitution 
of the United States which lowers’ the 
dignity of the states and which in the end, 
if persisted in, will bring national distress 
and ruin. A paper currency, such 4s 
greenbacks or national bank notes,. will 
never issue in response to the true and 
legitimate demands of local needs. and 
necessities: therefore I say that now is 
the time for,the people of the south and 
the west to/unite in demanding a paper 
circulating medium which will enable them 
to again take up and rapidly effect that 
prosperity which their resources so clear- 
ly promise. I know that it is treason for 
a democrat to go one step beyond the. yel- 
low line as marked by the framers of the 
policy to be adopted by the advocates of 
sound money, still.I feel that as I am 
neither a politician nor a capitalist, only 
a southern democrat, L can. speak my 
mind in the interest of my people. free 
from being called anything more. danger- 
ous than a crank.

The petition, which was filed yesterday 
afternoon in the office of Clerk Tanner, al- 
leges that Mr. Duncan was driving a deliv- 
ery wagon out Fair street on December 
9th last year. When he reached the corner 
of Fair and Martin streets his wagon was 
struck by a car which came upon him 
from behind. 

The car, Mr. Duncan says, was running 
at the rate of Twenty-five miles per hour 
and struck him and his wagon with fearful 
force, completely demolishing the wagon, 
killing the horse instantly and bruising 
and mashing his person in many places. 
The car came rapidly down the street, so 
the petition alleges, and as the motorman 
failed to ring his gong or give any sound 
of warning, the collision could not have 
been averted by the plaintiff. 

When the crash came Mr. Duncan says 
he had his back to the car and the first 
thing he knew was the sound of breaking 
timbers. His wagon was bodily overturned, 
and, then, without warning, he was pre- 
c:pitated under the car. His body was 
badly bruised and he became unconscious. 
Mr. Duncan claims that he was cut about 
the face and arms and that he has since 
suffered from spinal concussion. His doc- 
tor’s bills and cost of medicines will amount 
to a large amount of money. For this and 
the loss of time, the permanent injuries 
and suffering he asks for a payment of 
$15,000. 

He alleges that the street car company 
was negligent in several particulars. The 
car was running at a very high rh&te of 
speed—much faster than is allowed by the 
city ordinance governing the rate of run- 
ning; the mortorman was negligent in not 
ringing his gong or in some manner telling 
of the approach of the car. The suit is 
d.rected to the city court and will be set 
for a hearing at the next term.

A consent order was taken yesterday 
morning in the superior court ordering the 
receiver to sell the property and hold the 
proceeds under the direction of the court.

The Tullahoma cottage is to be delivered to 
the Lowry Hardware Company. All re- 
maining in the famous place of merriment 
will be sold under the hammer.

A bill of sale was filed yesterday morning 
in the office of the clerk of the superior 
court by A. F. Flemming, conveying all 
the goods, tobacco and cigars in his pres- 
ent storeroom on Loyd street to W. A. 
Whitaker. 

The consideration of the sale is $7,558.56, 
and this amount includes all the stock of 
goods and a long list of open accounts. 

Verdict Expected Today. 

The case of Miss Amelia Shackeiford 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company was again taken up yes- 
terday in the first division of the city 
court. The entire day was consumed in 
the hearing of testimony and argument of 
counsel, 

Judge Robert C. Daniel, of Griffin, and 
Mr. Burton Smith represented the plaintiff 
and N. J. & T. A. Hammond are counsel 
for the road. Judge Daniel made the open- 
ing speech, which was followed by Colonel 
Hammond. Mr. Thod-Hammond was inter- 
rupted in his speech by the adjournment 
of the court. He will conclude his speech 
this morning. Mr. Burton Smith will make 
the concluding argument and the case will 
go to the jury by noon and a verdict is 
expected before the hour for adjournment.

DEVORCE EXPLAINS IT. 


ONE OF THE FAITHFUL FLY- 
AWAYS TALKS. 


He Says That Smith Went to Jerusa- 
lem To Confer About the Trip. 
A Micunderstanding Arose. 


Jesse Devorce, who has been employed at 
his brother’s restaurant, at 180 Decatur 
street, opposite the police station and who 
is one of the most ardent fly-away negroes 
in the city, explains the failure of the faith- 
ful to ascend according to programme last 
Friday morning, He says that Shepherd 
Smith, the leader of the faithful, was de- 
tained in Jerusalem, where he went last 
Thursday afternoon to hold a conference 
with Jesus.

W’en he 
got ter Jerusalem and had er talk wid 
Jesus de’ didn’t zactly ’gree on de details 
ob de trip an’ Brother Smith wuz delayed 
ober dar. Dey talked about de ’rangments 
and er mtsunderstanding riz ‘bout de 
wings. By de misunderstandin’ Brother 
Smith wuz delayed in Jerusalem a!l nite 
Thursday, an’ he jes’ couldn’t leab in 
time ter get back to Atlanta in time fer 
us all to start at de "pinted time Friday 
mornin’. But weze a-gwine shore. Jes’ 
wait er while an’ you'll see. Dey say dat 
3rother Smith ain’t got back yit, but he 
has. He's rite here in dis town dis minnit. 

“You see, weze be’n meeting out yonder 
near de park. Some ob de wimin folks 
an’ me an’ anodder feller camped out dere 
las’ Friday ter wait fer de preacher. We 
dug er hole in de groun’ an’ cooked vegeta- 
bles and things. Sunday some nigger come 
an’ tole us dat de perlice fiad -errested 
Brother Smith and de wimin folks got 
Sskeered. Some ob ‘em run erway in de 
woods, but I know’d dat ’twan’t so. Weze 
jes’ as shore to go on dat trip as de sun 
is-ter riz termorrow.’”’ 

Devorce is one of the leaders of the 
faithful sect. He has been active in the 
work of the believers and hs talk was 
confirmed by a big, fat darky who claimed 
to be of the same faith. Devorce went to 
place and wanted to talk 
religion to him, but the brother ordered 
bim out ‘‘with his foolishness.”’
